One of the. most, ingenious mechanic* 
in the' world is a Frenchman named La 
Boullat, living at La Coutaness, who 
haamade himself fainoua for .tbo curi- 
.ous clocks be - maaufacturcs, * : He can 
make , a clock out of almost ary con- 
ceivable material.- Straw nnd paper 
are' among the raw materials, ho uses. , 
For. twenty years he has been manufao. 
turing Creak clocks and most French- 
men wbo want something out of tho 
common In that line apply to Le Boul- 
lat 

A while ago be turoed. a lot of 'news- 
papers into pulp, mixed It with' harden- 
ing substance and carved the clock out 
of the compound. ' Even tbe wlieeia 
and all the, machinery of the clock were 
made of this material, Naturally this 
curious clock does not. keep very cor- 
rect time, but tbe wonder is that .it 
goes at all. The newspaper clock Is 
one of Mr. Le Boullat'a latest tri- 
umphs. 

Another of his designs appears to be. 
merely a. collection of large and small 
sticks held together by wires. It la 
only upon close Inspection that odd sees 
that It Is a clock constructed on excel* 
lent principles. It keeps very fair time, 
never varying more than two minutes 
In a week. 

Now and then tbe clockmaker receives 
com ml salons from wealthy Frenchmen 
for clocks of unique design in -silver or 
gold, . decorated with precious stones. 
Some of. these clocks are" entirely mads 
of gold, with diamond- tipped hands, 
and rubles, garnets, pearls, opals and 
emeralds to repreeent the figures on 
the dial Some of his clocks are beau-. 
Uful works of. art nnd a few of the 
most Interesting specimens -are among 
the smallest of timepieces.

The SwedUh government has given 
6,000 kroner (¥1,340) to Major W. t;

Major Ungo's inven- 
tion Is patented under tbe name of "the 
flying torpedo," Is Intended to convey 
through -tbe air • large explosive 
charges for considerable distances,' and 
looks like on elongated cannon shell. 
It Is propelled through the air In tho 
same manner as a rocket In a sep- 
arate compartment the torpedo con- 
tains some kind of slow-burning chem- 
ical composition, the propelling charge, 
which generates gases in large quan- 
tities, In the base of the shell Is a 
turbine through which these gases 'es- 
cape, thus furnishing the motive pow- 
er and causing the shell to rotate' 
around its axis,

They must 
add, too, a distinct and satisfactory dcG * 
nltlon of what the fiiture'rclations be- 
tween the Islnnd and the paramount pow- 
er are to be, in compliance with the Pres- 
ident's proclamation and'.the terms d& 
clnred by Congress .In the Piatt amend- 
ment to. the army bill, 

In their acceptance of the Piatt amend- 
ment the Cubans add an appendix, In 
which they presume* to set forth the In- 
terpretation of the Piatt resolutions giv- 
en their delegates In Washington by Sec- 
retary Root. They even go so. fur as to 
attach Secretary Hoot's name to this In- 
terpretation, thus mnking him and 
through him, morally nt least, the Ameri- 
can government,. responsible for that defi- 
nition. 

President McKInlcy nnd the members 
of his. cabinet hold -that the executive 
hns authority from Cougrm to accept, the 
Cuban constitution nnd .withdraw, our 
troops as soon as the conditions Imposed 
by tho Plntt.nmcndraent have been "sub- 
stantially" met. The acceptance does not 
need to bo literal.- Some little divergence 
from-the phraseology Is permissible. .

On the "contrary, 
now that she Ih comfortably settled in ber 
home at the White House, It seems to be 
quite evident that the attack from which 
she suffered In California, has left her 
In a condition which would be extremely 
critical for one whu Is' not possessed of 
her marvelous recuperative powers. 

There" Is no crisis, ;but on the other 
hand, tho Illness Is extremely serious, and 
there is a fear, that while the crisis was 
passed In California,- It has left the pa- 
tient so. 'enfeebled. that she seems entire- 
ly unable to rally., Those who are in nnd 
out of the sick room realise the fact that 
the wife of tho President has undergone 
bo great a strain that a collapse may 
come, at almost, any. moment. She baa 
rested a great deal since she returned to 
Washington, 

There is not the slightest attempt at 
the White House to deceive any one as 
to tho gravity of the situation; At the, 
same .time the statement Is made officially 
that there is no necessity for the spread 
of 'alarming . reports. 
. There is no truth In the report that 
there was anything like a crisis Thursday 
night, or that members of the' family 
were telegraphed for. On the contrary, 
tho distinctly unfavorable feature of the 
esse is the fact that there Is so slight 
change in the patient's condition. Im- 
provement In her condition la by no means 
Impossible, but It does not now appear to 
be probable.

Five men were lynched nt -Lookout, 
Modoc. County; Cal„ early Friday morn- 
ing.- Tha lynched were CalvIujHall, 72 
years of age; his three ha If- breed sons, 
Frank, James and Martin, aged respec- 
tively 20, 10 mid 18, and B. D, Yantls, 
aged 27. The men lynched .had .< been 
suspected of petty ateallng forsome tltno. 
They were arrestxid for stealing barb 
wire, pieces of harness "and some hay 
forks arid taken to Lookout, where they 
were being held" awaiting' examination 
nnd trial. 

Tho charges again 3 the elder Hall was 
petty larceny for stealing the forks, hence 
ho. was, allowed to go on hia own recog- 
nizance.' The charge against- the others 
was burglary. They were held in cus- 
tody, as they were. unable. to furnish bail 
of $300. Pending their, examination they 
wera being guarded ia the Lookout hotel 
by a constable. 

Friday morning at 2 o'clock a ' mob 
composed of thirty or forty persons sud- 
denly made its appearance at tad hotel, 
and, pointing their guns at tbft two offi- 
cers on guard, ''commanded them ot ob- 
serve silence. The five prisoners were 
captured, ropes placed around their 
necks, and they were dragged toward the 
bridge which crosses the Pitt river. Frank 
Halt mado such strong resistance that the 
mob hanged him before It got to the main 
bridge.
